Its Citizens Will Meet 
DeKalb’s School Needs 


The people of DeKalb County may as 
well face facts about financing their 
school program. There's no way to pass 
the buck and no way to escape a growing 
crisis which in itself has been brought 
about by growth—industrial growth, pop- 
ulation growth, and urbanization. 

The facts are simple, as Supt. Jim 
Cherry has pointed out. In 1947 the school 
system enrolled 10,251 children. Esti- 
mated enrollment for this vear is 22,700, 
an increase of 12,449, or nearly 122 per 
cent, in the six-year period. 

At the end of the first week of school, 
Sept. 10, 1953, Mr. Cherry recently re- 
ported, the DeKalb system had enrolled 
3,172 more children than were enrolled 
the first week of school in 1952. The in- 
crease continues week by week. By next 
September there will be at least another 
3,000 children on the rolls. 

To illustrate DeKalb County’s growth 
it is only necessary to point out that with- 
in the past six years more than 20,000 new 
homes have been built and occupied in the 
school district. 

Recognizing the seriousness of the sit- 
uation, the DeKalb Grand Jury has joined 
Mr. Cherry and other county authorities 
in urging that tax assessments be raised 
to prevent a major crisis from developing. 

The City of Decatur, which operates 
its own school system, spends $97.73 of 
local funds for each child per year. At- 
lanta spends $147.36 and Fulton County 
spends $118.99. DeKalb County can spend 
under the present assessment only $58.97. 

What the — jury and school au- 
thorities are asking is that tax assessments 
be equalized so | ions DeKalb children will 
have the same opportunities as those in 
Decatur, Atlanta and Fulton County. 

“The problem is further magnified, 
Mr. Cherry points out.”’ by the fact 
state funds are allocated to schoo] systems 
on the basis of the preceding school year.” 
With an average increase of some 300 
pupils per week, the DeKalb system must 
make up the difference locally fo r a whole

Let's Clarify Rules 


Concerning Juveniles 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook is exactly 
right in suggesting that the General As- 
sembly should clarify Georgia's laws gov- 
erning the age of criminal responsibility. 
There exists a glaring conflict today that 
makes it necessary for a prosecuting at- 
torney to_use his own discretion. 

An act of the Legislature in 1951, later 
upheld by the Supreme Court, says ju- 
venile courts shall have jurisdiction over 
all children under 17 who violate the laws 
of the state. 

A general Georgia law, however, sets 
the age of criminal responsibility at 14 or 
from 10 to 14 if such child knows the dif- 
ference between right and wrong. 

Another Supreme Court decision has 
held that the juvenile court law does not 
amend or repeal the general law on the 
age of criminal responsibility. The court 
has held that proceedings in a juvenile 
court are civil, not criminal, and thus the 
1951 law does not conflict with a consti- 
tutional provision giving superior courts 
jurisdiction over cases. in which the of- 
fender is subject to loss of life or im- 
prisonment. 

In view of the conflicts in interpreta- 
tion of the laws, most prosecutors must be 
confused, indeed. 

Let’s clear up the meaning of juvenile 
delinquency and criminality and decide 
who has jurisdiction over whom. Certain- 

ly there is a need to draw the line be- 
tween criminal court trials and prison sen- 
tences and juvenile trials leading to cor- 
rective action and discipline in a training 
school.
